Enough is certainly known to show that tisher- 
‘ies of great value may be carned on in tts 
| various parts, just asthe Hudson’s Bay Com- 
i pany carried on at Little Whale Kiver a very 
protitable fishery for the white w hale. In the 
/mouths of the greater number of the nvers 
| flowing into the bay from the south tine sal- 
| non are known toenxist: and for many years 
| nd.vidual American whalers have carried on a 
| precarious but profitable trace from various 
| points. Another specimen of seal, the harp 
‘seal, lent by the Geological Survey, is from 
ithe Gulf of the St. Lawrence. As to the Cay- 
‘otte:, they are nearly all gone from the known 
| paris of Canada; bat in the bush may be 
found a good many wolves—so harmless, 
though, that they are not known as hable to 
‘do any one injury. ‘The tine specimen of grey

Inconsequence of high water 
parties living on Hoxell street, near the wharf, 
were forced to leave their hemes and go else- 
where. Crops of ail kinds are floating down 
the angry current, and also large quantities of 
driftwood. Some fears are entertained for the 
safety of a trestle bridge on the Atlantic coast 
line of railroad, which crosses the Appomatox 
River at this place, and a large number of 
men are watching it, and keeping driftwood 
off the piers of the bridge. All the smaller 
streams have overflowed their banks, and any 
number of bridges have been washed away.

How to Save Barley. 


Ss: W. Farrell, Winnipez, writes ** Bron 
reliable sources I am given to unierstind 


ithat a large area of barley Las been 


sown this season. It remains now to 
ask the farmers to take parficular pains in 
securing the crop in the event of a favorable 
harvest, so that Manitoba barley will com 
mand a ready sale in the eastern and 
western markets of the United States. I 


| trust the following hints will te favorably 


received, although many of your readers 
know as much, or more, than I can teil 
them regarding this important crop. 
Barley, when cut, should be bound in 
sheaves, with as much care a3 wheat; it 
should be put up im stooks, with cap sneaves 
at each end, and, when ready to be threshed, 


| the cap sheaves should be carried by them 


selves, and tareshed by themselves, so as to 


_keep the stained barley separate from the 


bright. The former is just as good for seed 
or tor sale by itself, while the latter wa'l 
command the top price and bring credit to 
the produzer. Even if we have a dry har 

vest the heavy dews stain barley more 
quickly than'rain, so that gryat care has to 
ye taker in this respect. 

I cannot impress on the minis of your 
readers too strongly the importance of keep 
ing old barley, they may have on hand of 
the growth of I855, separate from the new 
barley; if mixed they will not grow ev 
on the malt Noor, and such barley shipped 
and sold will utterly destroy the credit 
of the country. I consider the Mani 


jtoba barley far ahead of any I have 
, seen and handled in Untario. The soil is so 


well adapted to its growth and giving so 
much greater weight tothe measured bushes 


. Malsters will take such barley as this before 


any other, and give a better price fur it 

As the crop is taken off tie ground very 
much sooner than wheat, arrangement: 
shou!d be made to get it threshed and mar 
keted early. Aivantag- can be taken im 
that event of shipping by the lakes, a very 
desirable thing to do, saving freight and 
getting an early market.
